‘Tne uniqueness of the Day of Atonement as a religious inetitu- 
tion never faile to form @ matter for consideration and thought 
and deduction. Nor .does ite largely universal hold upon 
despite its rigorous demands upon those who observe it in strict 
accordance with tradition and law. It has been sagely remarked. 
however; op the other hand, that if they could be traced 
to their very origin a jJarge number of the defections from 
Judaism would be found to have originated with a breaking away 
from the obeervance of the Day of Atonement. It would seem ae if 
the adjuration that disregard of the day will mean that the sou! of 
the recalcitrant will be cut off from hie people, has in it some- 
thing more than mere rhetoric, is applicable in a wider sense 
than its reference to ap obsolete religious system, and hag 
ip it something in the nature of the obvious certain result 
of some definite happening. Thus, it becomes year by year a matter 
of greater and greater importance to see how far Yom Kippur ig 
disregarded by individual Jews, and not to be mistaken concerning 
its precise hold upon the people of Israel by the obvious imprese 
that year by year it makes upon the vast majority of Jews and 
Jewesses the world over. The Day of Atonement is, above all 
thinge, a day ef reconciliation, and that reconciliation is not only 
cf man to God. There is the reconciliation of Judaism to the 
world at large, by its taking more and more gurely its true and 
proper place in the uplifting of mankind, and in the bringing té 
the creatures of God a knowledge and a sense of the truths concern- 
ing Him, Thue the Kippur Day, although scarcely ever so recog: 
nised, is none the less a great and important institution, a great 
and impertant religious asset renewed year by year to all men 
and women. Thue it is that by his faith and through his faith 
the Jew for the most part it may be eubconsciously, performg 
the high duty and the urgent mission to all humanity, the privi- 
lege of fulfilling which is hie highest heritage.

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IN THE COMMUNAL 


An Aspect. ef 


By Menor. 
E « since I have been permitted week by week to contribute 


this column to this journal, have’ felt it right 
on every occasion possible to insist upom the public impli: 
éations of Jewish observances. I have stressed always 
the duty to the whole House of Israel that reste upon the 
jndividual Jew—-that bis. duty as a Jew is not completed 
when he applies it only to himself. There is, in short, with 
the Jew, in a far larger mensure than with any other people, a 
responsibility net alone for himself but for his fellow-Jews. And in: 
coveidering ‘the full bearing of the Day of Atonement, ib were 
fallacious for the Jew to deem bis atonement completed, who looked 
only to bimselfand iguored his people as a people. How many there 
are who think of the Atonement Day only as a period for individual 
repentance, and who, if they have made what they feel to be their 
own peace: with God, deem their aronement as- Jews .completed! 
I want to present another and wider aspect of the Atonement, 
and that not alone for what I think is ite homiletic value but more 
beeanse I believe that very much of the probleme and the questions 
that tease Jewry to-day and appear so utterly insoluble having 
regard to the world-condition of the Jew, could thereby be helped 
materially. 
If the contention I have held about the universality, so far as 
Jews are concerned, of all Jewish observances—the Synagogue 
liturgy, Festival observances, and so forth—being solidly based on all 
Jewish duty, no more stoking instance could I offer than.the Day of 
What was the Day of Atonement originally? We may 
vather this from nothing so surely as from the Musaph Service of 
the day. There it is narrated how the High Priest of old made 
the great atonement. With the accompanying sacrificial rubric, we 
are told, he proceeded to that section of the Temple known as the 
Holy of .Holies, and there he made in turn three asseverations 
of repentance, three distinct atonements. The first was the personal 
one in regard to himself... Then followed one on behalf of his family, 
o! bis Hlouse and finaily, and without it the High Priest's service 
was of no avail, an atonement for the sins of the people and for the 
whole House of lerael. not made singular to 
‘the High Priest. Wherever a Jow observes the Day of Atonement, 
be fails to perform its essential function unless his atonement be 
offered, not merely on bis own behalf, not merely only on behalf 
of those near and dear to him, for his dependente, for his house, but 


on behalf of his fellow-Jews throughort the world.

‘It is this idea that | would present to my readers as the Atone- 
ment Day once more.coming. upon us. And | shall doubtless 
be asked what I mean in the practical sense by this nation-wide 
atenement of the individual Jew. Surely, it will be argued, if each 
Jew effects for himself all that the: Atonement Day offers of 
repentance and of reconciliation, then it must follow that Jewry us 
a whole, composed as it is of individuals, must necessarily, as it were 
automatically, become atoned. But this is delusive argument. 
ber one reason, because we know that the Atonement Day leaves 
inany and many a Jew cold aod unresponsive. To them it.is either 
as Other days, or it may be a holiday enforced by conveution, or it 
may be employed—and this is a common habit—for the mere 
purpose of Synagogue sight-seeing. I know of many Jews who in 
places like London or other large towns occupy the day by going 
from place of worehip to place of worship, and mentally noting the 
differences in their various services, or in those who take part in 
them. But why begin cataloguing? Everyone knows bow many either 
disregard the Day of Atonement or utilise it ina very unatoning 
manner. In the next place, however, there is what I would call 
the moral effect to be thought of. A person who regards the 
atonement'as merely an individual celebration misses much of its 
real grandeur and its beauty, and loses much of the effectiveness 
ol the observance because he fails to view it from the aspect of the 
Jewish people and thot position in the world in which they are 
to-day, 


How, it will be asked, canthe atonement be brougt? into con- . 


junction with the needs and the etrivings, the position and the 
difficulties of the Jewish People? Well, the story of the Gordian 
knot is sufficiently well known not to need repeating. It is not always 
the complex:and complicated, the ingenious or most philosophically 
devised answer to any problem that proves to be the truest and best. 
The simple means, tie means that has perhaps been present to the 
mind to such an extent as to be overlooked and dieregarded, not 
infrequently is found té contain the best elements of the true 
solution to many a complicated problem and the real answer to 
Many an-apparently unanswerable question. Such a resort tothe 
simple, to the obvious,, wae that made the other day by Mr. Louis 


Marshall, whose spirit and energy leaven with Judaism so much of — 


American Jewry which but for him would be utterly devoid of it. 
He said that the best answer to anti-Semitism was “ more Judaism.’ 
And may it not after all bs. that the true solution of the Jewish 


problem, the real means of escape from so much of Jewish diff- 


culties,the dangers, and the troubles that beset our people, is to be 
found just in the return of the Jew not merely to Judaism but to 
God, ae the Jew understands the expression ? Mayit not be that, 


after all, the words of the prophets and seers of Israel stand and tha& . 


we are bearing not perhaps what they termed the punishment for 
our baekeliding as a people but what I would prefer to call ite 
natural and inevitable result? If this be so, then the unravelling of 
the Jewish problem has to be sought, first and foremost, in the Jew 
taking the rightful place assigned to him in the world’s economy 
as the very raison d ot his existence. cannot help thinking, for 
instance, that if the Jewish National Movement, by far the biggest 
effort that has been put forth by Jews in modern times, had been 
preceded by a great renaissance of the Jewish faith, it must have 
been in far better case than it nowis. Nor can I think it otherwise 


than probable that if there were a rekindling. throughout Jewry 


of the highest and truest and best in the Jewish religion-—in 
Judaism—the Vishubd in Palestine to-day would by now be making 
palpably and perceptibly for a Jewish Palestine, for Palestine as the 
Jewish National Home, to a far larger extent than now is happening. 
So much for those who regard Judaism in its religious bearing as 
divorced from Jewish Nationalist effort ! 

And if we would have not alone the prescription for this 
supreme Atonement of the whole House of Israel but also a clear and 
telling invocation to Jews to adopt it, we must turn to the Book of 
Books and the words of the great leaders of thoughtin Israel. Many 
euch could be quoted, yet none, it occurs to me, are more apt than 
those embodied in one of the Psalms ascribed to David. 1 expect 
that I shall be accused by some stupid people of utilising the oppor- 
tunity of contributing to this journal by what they term preaching, 
and by preachers for temoving the landmark of my reverend neigh- 
bours. 
was upbraided for allowing a fine musical rendering to be given in 
the course of his church service, remarked that he did not see why 
the devil should have all:the best.tunes. And I do not see why the 
best Book of all Books should be deemed the exclusive right of the 
pulpit. The sacerdotalism which would so consign itis foreign, if 
not utterly antipathetic, toJewish teaching. The following verses 
then are. the ones to which I allude:

The President's Appeal. 


From Mr. Arthur Stiebei. 
To the Editor of THe JEwisH CHRONICLE. 

Sin, Once more I am asking you to publish.the annual appeal of the 
Jewish Board of Guardians. 

On Wednesiay each one of us will be considering the past year and 
making resolutions for the coming year. “ What have I done forthe poor 
in the yoar that has ended”’” “~ \Wbatam | going to do forthe poor in the 
yoar thatis to come’” Such questions must sarely spring to the minds 
of everyone. 

The Jewish public have always treated the Board liberally, and I 
have always toldthoem the true state of affairs without exaggeration and 
also without reservation. ‘To-day | must tell them quite plainly that 
throughout the year there bas been a continuous and sustained increase 
in the number of applicants for relief. Our expenditure in general 
relief is little short of double what it was a year ago, nor is there any 
sigan of slackening in these increased demands. Everything points the 
other way. 

No one can accuse the Jewish Community of having failed in their 
duty to their poor, but the present needs are so urgent, so insistent, that

Obituary. 


Dr. JULIUS OFNER (Vienna). 


Dr, Julias Ofmer, who has passed away in Vienna at the age of cighty 


years, was one of the foremost of Austrian jurists, 


Only last month the 


Freedom of the City was conferred on him by the Vienna Municipal 
Council, on the occasion of his eightieth birthday. For many years a 
Deputy in the Austrian Parliament and Permanent Reporter to the 
Austrian Constitutional Court, the deceased was an active communal 
worker, and throughout his life associated himself closely with his 
coreligionists. Ile was recognised as the greatest living authority on 


the Austrian Legal Code.

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Union of Hebrew and Religion Classes. 
ALLOCATION OF GRANTS. 


A meoting of the Executive Committee of the Union was held on 
Thursday of last week, at 4, Upper Gloucester Place. . 

Dr. A. EICHHOLZ, C.B.E., who presided, said that as the Committee 
bad not met for some time, he took that, the first, opportunity of moving 
a vote of condolence with the family of the late Rabbi Gross. His loss 
was deeply felt by the Union, to the cause of which he had been a zealous 
worker. 

Mr. F. D. BENJAMIN, the Treasurer, submitted the financial statement. 
Hie said that the Union had received the sum of £383 from the Board of 
Shechita out of ite surplus funds. The Union was particularly grateful to 
the Board, for the money would enable it to make additional grants. 

On the recommendation of the TREASURER, the following grants were 
made for the current half-year: Constituent Synagogue Classes, £550 ; 
Associate Synagogue Classes, £165; Stoke ‘Newington District Classes, 
£100; Sundry Classes, £140; Non-Provided Schools, £250; Talmud 
Torahs, £225. Total £1,430. 


The Rev. GATCHELL Issacs gave some particulars of the Classes at | 


South Hackney, which had about 310 pupils on the roll, The expenses 
ofthe Classes had increased,in consequence of the fact that additional 
accommodation was afforded for a number of pupils of the local Council 
Bchools, who were found to be without religious instruction. He said 
that he would be grateful for an increased grant from the Union. 

After ‘the Director oF JewisH EDUCATION had given a satisfactory 
report on the work done at the Classes, an increased grant was made. 

Representatives of three Synagogue Classes voluntarily renounced 
portions of their grants in order to relieve those classee more in need of 
help. 

The CHAIRMAN €x pressed hie gratification to those representatives. 
It showed what an excellent spirit existed between the classes to help 
each other. 

The TREASURER paid a tribute to the seatholders of the New Syna- 

gogue for the excellent manner in which they supported their classes. 


The authorities of that synagogue bad been particularly generous to the 
Union. 


A letter was read from the Central Committees for Jewish Education 


in respect to the Teachers’ Training Classes. It stated that the present 
cost of the classes, which catered for about thirty students, waa about 
£300 per annum, which did not include grants to students, The Com- 
wittee asked the Union to contribute towards the expenses the sum of 
pot less than £50 per annum. 

On the motion of the CHAIRMAN, the sum of £25 was granted for the 
half year. | 

The Central Committee. 

Mr. L, PRANK raised the question of the lack of representation from 
the Union on the Central Committee for Jewish Education. At the 
recent Leeds Conference, he said, there was no delegate present repre- 
senting the Union. Officially the Union had no locus stand: or representa- 
tion on that Committee, which seemed to him rather wysterious, 
considering that both bodies were doing similar work. He desired to 
know who elected the Central Committee. In his opinion certain 
members of that Committee showed incompetence. He suggested that 
delegates from that Union to the annual conferences should be elected 
by the Union's Executive Committee. 

The CHAIRMAN reminded Mr. Frank that the Central Committee was 
nowinated by the Council of the Jewish War Menioria!, and that members 
of the Union were also members of that Council. 

The Rev. A. A. GREEN said that ho. was much struck with the 
pereonnel on the Central Committee, the members of which were well 
qualified to deal with religious education. Mr, Frank was evidently 
mistaken, for all religious work was represented on the Central Com- 
mittee. Were not their own Chairman and other members of the Union 
also members of that Committee ? 

Mr. PRANX said that be did not desire to attack the activities of the 
Council. It was the lack of representation that was his objection. 

The CHAIRMAN said that he happened to be a member of that Council, 
and had never served on a more satisfactory body. He pointed out that 
the Central Committee was a nominated body. 

The Rey. M. ADLPR, D.8.0., said that no body was officially repre- 
sented on the Council. It was outside its Constitution, 

Reports of the Director of Education and the Education Supervision 
Committee on classes they had visited were submitted.

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THE LETTERS OF KENAMML 
CCLVIII.— Martyrdom. 


My DEAR COUSIN, | | 

As a result of observations extending over many years, I think it may 
be said with truth that at certain points in the Day of Atonement service 
there is a slackening of interest on the part cf the congregation. The 
synagogue gradually empties, and there remain only the Staiwarts who 
come early and stay late without even once moving from theirseats. One 
such interval is immediately after the account of the Abodah in the 
Temple. ‘The Selichot that follow are dull; thereislittle seopefor musical 
gymnastics ; and, especially if the sun shines without, many congregants 
utilise the occasion to take a breath of fresh air. This is a pity, for the 
absentees miss that Sclichah which, inrbymed verses, tells the story of 
the Ten Martyrs. 

The story will bear repetition. Once upon atime there was a ruler— 
there is no name: in the original he is termed merely "W~-who tutent 
on shedding Jewish blood, assiduously studied the Torah to find an excuse. 
Seek and ye shall find, it. has been said; and the ruler soon came upon 
the prescription that if a man steal another and sell him, he sball surely 
be put to death. Gleefally he ordered his palace to be filled with shoes: 


he had in mind the plaint of the propbet Amos against Israel that they 


sold the righteous for silver and the needy for a pair of shoes; Forth- 
with he summoned the ten great Jews of the day, men of iearning who 
rnew the law, and demanded of them what penalty is prescribed for one 
who steals a man and sells him. “The thief shall die,” came their 
response. “Out of your own mouths are ye condemned,” cried the 
tyrant. “ Did not your ancestors sell their brother Joseph, and if they 
-were here to-day should they not suffer the punishment due for their 
crime? Astbey are not here, you must take their place!” : 

Consternation seized on the Minyan. They requested three days’ 
grace in order that they might enquire whether this fate was ordained 
from above. They turned to Rabbi Ishmael, the High Priest, and he, by 
uttering God's name, was transported to the heavenly regions, where he 
was informed that the doom of the Ten was a Divine decision. The 
High Priest returned, delivered his message, and the Ten prepared to 
die. Iwo were taken first, the noblest of their age—Rabbi Ishmael! 
himself, and Rabbi Simon ben Gamliel, the Prince of Israeli. The latter 
pleaded to be first despatched that he might not see the death of him 

who ministered to God. The Tyrant ordered lots to be cast, and the lot 

fellon Rabbi Simon. He suffered first, and his colleague Ishmael cried 
aloud in the bitterness of his soul for the loss of one who had taught 
God's Word so well. As bé stood there weeping, the Tyrant’s daughter, 
moved by his beauty, requested her father to spare this victim. The 
favour was denied, and the holy man went to his death, at which the 
beavenly host itself was deeply moved. 

The turn of Kabbi Akiba came next; his flesh was torn by sharp- 
toothed combs. He was followed by Rabbi Chananya ben Teradyon, 
who, with a Sepher (orc) io bis arms, was ultimately burnt to death. 
Rabbi Chutzpit, an laterpreter the Bible, war the next victim: the 
others followed in Rabbif@Nezer ben Shammua, Rabbi Chanina ben 


Chachinai, Rabbi Yeshbebab, the Scribe, Rabbi Judah bea Damah. and 


Rabbi Judah ben Baba. — 

This theme appears to have been popular with the writers of 
penitential bymns, and there are many ‘e/ichot which deal withit. The 
two best known are those recited on Tisha 6'Ab and on the Day of 
Atonentent respectively. But, moving asis the story, itis entirely without 


historical foundation. Nowhere in the old Rabbinic literature is there a 


more or less reliable account of the martyrdom of these*ten great Jews. 
They were not even contemporaries. Of some the Talmud contains 
records of cruel death; that of Rabbi Akiba is a case in point. But the 
ben are nowhere meationed together. It would seem that the story was 
first c »mposed as late as the eighth century, and that manifestly it was a 
poetic fancy. 

It is none the less moving or cffective for that. Historically it may 
bave po foundation; bat as a symbol of Jewish martyrdom throughout 
the ages it has much to commend it. Cruel death, flimsy expenses 
murderous intent—are these not always found where Jews have suffered 
martyrdom? 

Whatisa martyr? The dictionary replies: One who suffers death 
rather than renounce bis religious opinions: one who suffers death or 
persecution tn defence of any cause. The Rabbislaid down the principle 
and the codes have incorporated the teaching, that Jews must suffer 
martyrdom rather than be guilty of murder, idol worship, or immorality

up their lives as a testimony to their complete and perfect love of God | 


A Jewish “ Book of Martyrs” would be voluminous indeed. It is not easy 
to recall all the occasions of Jewish martyrdom. It was extensive both — 
in point of time and in place, Just as there is no country, so there is no 
century, without its record of Jewish martyrs. One reads of the victims of 
Antiochus Epiphanes; one thinks of Hannah and her seven sons, whose 
constancy has moved Gentiles to such an extent that the seven sons have 
become Saints of the Church. One thinks of the long holocaust in Europe, 
from the time of Constantine to that of Charlies V. It was no figure of 
speech when Jechiel! ben Abraham, one writer of penitential prayers, 


exclaims, “I am trampled upon like mire, seethed in the cauldron, 


threshed like straw, and crushed as in a wine press.” In the Byzantine 
Empire there are records that Jews were actually placed under wine 


presses. Joel Halevi reports that women great with child were cut to 


pieces, and some were thrown into seething pots; others while still breath. 
ing were tied to the wheel or were buried alive. | 

The cause was always the same : the Jews persisted in cleaving to 
the faith of their fathers. They were guilty of no other “orime.” For 
this they suffered death by fire and water, death inflicted by others and 
by themselves; for this individual Jews were slaughtered and whole 
congregations were wiped out. Certain events stand out for special 
borror. The martyrdom of Jews at the time of the Crusades is well-known | 
the sufferings of Jews in Southern Germany at the hands of Rindfleisch in 
1298, was a fit sequel; in 1320 the rising of the “Shepherds” in tho 
South of France decimated 110 Jewish congregations. Four centuries 
later the hordes of Bogdan Chmelnizki spread death and desolation 
among the Jews of the Ukraine. And what shall be said of the long 
drawn out agony of the Inquisition, or the pogroms of our own time? 
If the voice of Abel’s biood cried to God from the ground, how can the 


cry of the blood of Jewish martyrs through the ages be adequately 


described ? 

History has records of other than Jewish martyrs. The early 
Christians suffered bravely in defence of their faith. There have been 
Cathulic martyrs and Protestant martyrs. One recalls the story of Joan 
of Arc, and the death of that courtly scholar and gentleman, Sir Thomas 
More. One thinks of the horrible massacre of St, Bartholomew and the 
calculated cruelties of Alvaand his Blood Council in the Low Countries. 
One brings to mind the fate of the Albigenses, of the thousands of men and 
wowen who were burnt as “ heretics,” and of the Armenians. Surely 
thers is great justification for Wordsworth's ery 

: Much it grieved wy heart to think 
What Man Las made of Man, 

For Jewish martyrdom it may fairly be claimed that it is unique. 
Other peoples have had their martyrs and even their martyrdoms, but 
one day they came to an end. Jewish martyrdom still continues, 
despite the boasted “progress” of which we often prate. “Certainly. 
the heroism of the defenders of every other creed fades into insigaificance 
before this martyr people, who for thirteen centuries confronted all the 
evils that the fiercest fanaticism could devise, enduring oblcquy and 
spoliation and the violation of the dearest ties, and the infliction of the 
most hideous sufferings, rather than abandon their faith. Persecution 
came tothe Jewish nation in its most horrible forms.” These words of a 
Christian writer—the historian Lecky—are only too true, and the worst 
of itis that the persecution of Jews is not yet ended. In Eastern Europe, 
persecution still comes to the Jewish nation in ite most horrible forms , 
in Western Europe and America they no longer burn Jewish bodies, bat 
they grievously afflict Jewish souls. The wonder is that the better 
elements in our civilisation look on and are silent. | 

Martyrdom should not be forgotten. it is meet that ‘on at least one 
day in the year Jews should recall this aspect of their history. I would 


‘not limit the Remembrance to Jewish martyrs. The greatly martyred 


people should recall lovingly all the martyrs of all the ages who gave up 
their lives for the faith within them. 

Three hundred years ago the great soul of Milton was moved to 
exclaim, when be heard of the massacre in Piedmont : 


© Lord, Thy slaughtered saints, whose bones 


gs cattered on the Alpine mountains cold; 


ven them who kept Thy trath so pure of old, 

‘hen all our fathers worshbipp’d stocks and stones, 
Forget not: in Thy book record their groans, 

Who were Thy sheep.” 


That same year the Jews all over the world prayed: 

“Now therefore, O Lord our God, impose Thine awe upon ali Thy works 
» +» + that they may al! form one band to do Thy will with a perfect heart.’ 

These words are still in the Jewish Prayer Book: they are being 
uttered on this Day of Atonement too. In face of martyrdom, Milton's 
cry washuman. But who shall adequately characterise the sentiment 
of the Jewish Prayer? 

It is a pity that full congregations do not read and ponder the story 
of the Ten Martyrs on the afternoon of the Day of Atonement. It may 
only be a story, but itis the condensed history of Jewish martyrdom 
through the ages.

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The Csongrad Bomb Outrage. 


Criminals Acquitted. 

{From our Correspondent.) BUDAPEST. 

The Court at Szolnok has acquitted all the seven prisoners charged 
m connection with the anti-Semitic bomb outrage at Csongrad last 
December, when a bomb was thrown at a bali largely attended by Jews. 
Three persons were killed and twenty-five wounded. The proceedings 
at the trial were a mere mockery of justice. It was, in fact, conducted 
by the counsel for the defence, the notorious anti-Semite, Mr. Ulain, 
who, backed up by an incited mob, intimidated the Court. The Judge, 
despite strong evidence to the contrary, was persuaded to decide that the 
eonfession made by the accused some weeks ago had been obtained from 
them by force. The defendants conducted themeelves in a most insolent 
manner throughout the tria], and on the final day of the hearing appeared 
in Court wearing white carnations (the emblem of the Awakening Magyars). 

Following the acquittal, the discharged prisoners received a tre- 
mendous ovation in the streets. Many houses displayed flags, and a 
triampkal procession was organised under the leadership of Advocate 
Ulain and other anti-Semitic leaders. A “ victory dinner ” in honour of 
the “ bomb heroes,” followed. 


Immediately after the tsia!, Advocate Ulain addressed a crowd in the 


street, claiming the trial as a victory for the Christians over the Jews, 
and accusing the latter of ritual murder. Other speakers expressed 
regret that only so few Jews had been killed. 


As a protest against the verdict, the Hungarian Minister of the 


Interior has resigned, and the position of the Minister of Justice is regarded 
as being severely shaken.

Central Council Meeting. 


In accordance with the Constitution of the Agudah World Organisation, 

its Central Council, composed of one hundred persons, meets annually 

in those years in which the Knessio Gedaulo—the Agudah Congress— 

does not assemble. The first meeting of this Council was held last week 

in Cracow, and delegates from all parts of the world were present. For 

the first time also the International Rabbinical Council of the Agudah 
met simultaneously. 

The Central Council unanimously voted a regolution “recognising 
that the question of the Community Ordinance of Palestine is not purely 
leeal, but affects Jewry asa whole both in Palestine and the Diaspora. 
Having carefully examined the Ordinance of the Vaad Leumi, the Council 

declares that ita fundamental! principles are contradictory to religious 
law, and that it is impossible to support the Ordinance. The Council 


declares that it:is the duty of Jewry in the Diaspora to use every- 


method in order to save Palestinian Judaism from this imminent danger. 
It protests tothe British Mandatory power against this irreligious 
measure, and declares that as long as the Agudah proposals in regard tuo 
the regulation of the Palestine communities are not accepted, the Vaad 
Ashkenasi must retain its religious independence as a separate community.” 

The Central Council also passed a resolution “of bitter horror at the 
murder of Professor de Haan. It declares that Orthodox Jewry must 
ever be gratefal to the memory of de Haan for all he has donein order to 
protect the independence of Orthodoxy in Palestine, and for his fearless, 
altruistic work on its behalf. 
Press to cease ite bitter personal attacks against political opponents, in 


order that the seed of hatred may not be spread further in the Jewish 
camp.” 


The budget of the Keren Torah’ was fixed at 100,000 dollars for the 


coming year. Ab a meetibg of the Council, it was reported that the 
Agudah had purchased a block of 4,000 durams of land in Emek Israel, 
ata cost of £10,000. 


Vienna Bank Sensation. 
Mr. Castiglioni’s Lost Fortune. 


Sensational rumours are current (says the Vienna Correspondent of 
THE WESTMINSTER GAZETTE) regarding the recent failure of the Vienna 
Depositenbank. The President of the Bank, Paul Goldstein, the general 
Director, Gabor Neumann, and the former President, Camillo Castigiioni, 
are all reported to have gone abroad. Castigiioni’s palace in Vienna and 
the apartments of Goldstein and Neumann bave been searched by the 
Vienna police, whotook possession of the jewels and other valuabies found 
there, 

Castiglioni was unti! lately regarded as the most powerful financier in 
Vienna, with a fortune estimated at from £10,000,000 to £15,000,000. It 
is said that he lost huge sums in the recent crises on the Vienna Bourse. 
It is reported that the Commercia! Bank of Italy is lending him £5,000,000 
on the security of the whole cf bis property in Vienna, and elsewhere, 

which, it is hoped, will enable him to pay his debts. Ho is, according to 
' the special correspondent of the Cnicaco TRIBpuN®, the sou of the Rabbi 
of Trieste.

opposition by other peoples. On the other hand, should they seek help 


in a programme of reconstruction it would gratify me were I abie to aid 
their efforts.”—J.T.A. | 


The Secretary of President Coolidge has addressed a letter to Mr. 
Joseph Brainin (a son of the famous Hebrew writer, Mr. Reuben Brainin) 
in which he states that the President has no sympathy with the

Proceedings against Dr. Rosenbaum. 


The Chief Administrator of the Kovno District, who ordered the 
prohibition of the meeting of the Jewish National Council recentiy, has 
taken proceedings against Dr. Rosenbaum, President of that Council and 
former Minister of Jewish Affairs, on the charge of baving used a title to 
which he has no right—that of “ Provisional Minister of Jewish Affairs "— 
when he made his application for permission to hold the meeting of the 
Jewish National Council. 

Dr. Rosenbaum has published a letter to the Jewish population in 
which he takes leave of them as Minister of Jewish Affairs. He 
epumerates the incidents which have led bim to take the atep of finally 
severing his connection with this post, and calls upon the Jewish 
population of Lithuania to organise and to stand together as a united 
body in the face of the aggression of the Lithuanian Government. 


. Fire at New York Jewish Hospital. 


Catholic Work on the Jews. 


Fire broke out while three women patients were being operated upon 
last Saturday night in the Jewish hospital at Brooklyn. The surgeons 
with the utmost coolness wheeled their patients to another room where 
they completed the operations, The operating theatre was destroyed by 
fire. Two hundred patients were in the hospital at the time, but all were 
removed to safety. 

The Knights of Columbus, the Catholic fraternal order, has decided 
to issue a series of books on the contributions of the various races and 
‘pationalities towards the growth of America. The first of the series, a 
book of 260 pages, which has just appeared, is entitled “ The Jews in the 
Making of America.”

The International Students’ Congress, held here, has decided that the 
German Students’ Federation cannot be admitted to the World Organi. 
sation, in view of ite resolve to adhere to racial discrimination in the 
admission of members. The Federation is, however, énvited to co-operate 
with the international body and to send Maison delegates to its meetings. 

At Nikoleburg, Moravia, a serious fre has totally destroyed the 
Jewish quarter. Although the town has a Jewish population of 2,500, no 
lives were lost, im spite of the fact that a panic ensued. 


Suppression of White Slave Traffic. 


Graz International Congress. 


The Sixth International Congress for the Suppression of the Trafic in 
Women and Children was beld at Graz, Austria, from September the l8th 
to the 20th. The International Bureau, which has its headquarters ip 
London, was represented by Mr. Claude G. Montefiore, who presided at 
the first session of the Congress. Among other Jewish representatives 
were Miss Pappenbeim and Mrs. Henrietta May for Germany; Mrs. 
Seigelberg, Mrs. Weitzmann, Mr. Joseph Weitzmann, and Mrs. Biiber- 
mints from Poland; Dr. Kaminka from Austria, and Mr. 5. Ooben for the 
British National Committee. Mr. Cohen also represented the Jewish 
Association for the Protection of Girls and Women, as well as the Orient 
Section of the B’nal B'rith Grand Lodges. 

Special services were held in the various churches for each denom- 
ination, and Rabbi Dr. Herzog held one in the synagogue on the Friday 
evening, and gave a specta! address in connection with the Congress. On 
the Sunday evening a large public meeting was held, at which some 3,006 
persons were present, when addresses were delivered by a Bishop of 
Hungary, representatives of the churches, and by a delegate of each 
pation present, Dhe speeches of Rabbi Dr. Herzog and Mr. Montefiore 


were very well received. Dr. Herzog read messsges which had beca | 
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received from the Chief Rabbi of Great Britain, Dr. Hertz, and from 


Dr. Lévi, Chief Rabbi of France. 

A small Conference was also held by the Jewish representatives 
present with a view to consolidating more closely the International work 
of the Central Bureau of the Association for the Protection of Girls and

The Abomination of 


SERMON FOR THE WEEK. 


Specially written for the “Jewish Chrontele.” 


* Tsent unto you all My servants, the prophets, rising early and 
sending them, saying : “0, do not this abominable thing that I hate.” 
—Jeremiah aliv., | 

Jeremiah’s words were directed agaiast some specially grosa ain that 
the people in his day practised. We need not enquire into the nature of 
that sin, because whatever it was the prophot’s words apply to every 
kind of evil habit in which men are prone to indulges. For sin is of the 
same essence in whatever form itis to be found. The microscopic germ 
is of the same quality as the plague which sweeps over a continent, the 
pebble rounded by the rolling waters for years is of the same substance 
as the rocky cliffs from which it fell. [tis aowith sin. A single thought 
is capable of becoming the parent of murderous deeds, and a single dosire 
may beget a whole series of crimes. Here, in the words of the text, wo 
have the Divine estimate of sin. God- does not think lightly of it, He 
does not speak excusingly of tt. See how He describes [t, and expresses 
His feclings towards it. He describes it as “ abominable,” and declares it 
as being “hateful” te him. And from these vivid words we learn what 
God thinks of sin. And what must be the sight, as God sees it, to call 
forth such vehement words as these. We cannot say that God overstates 
facts. He simply declares what sin is in its essence. Itis a hideous and 
revolting thing, abominable in its aaturoe and its consequences. And 
this description is proved to bé true to facts by the moral history of the 
world and the personal exporionces of men. Sin works life's most cruel 
delusions, and creates the worid’sa unnumbered miseries. Such is God's 
view of it, and such ought to be ours. 

Consiier how Cod not merely describes it, but feels towards it. He 
saves that He hates it. He detests it, because He is holy and pura, and 
because also Ho knows its hideous nature and tnevitable penalties. God 
sees it poisoning the springs of human life, weaving cords which bind, 


and forging chains which enthral buoian spirits, cursing men's bodies, 


weakening their intellects, spreading despair around His fair creation. 
No one can be surprised that God expresses His hatred of this abominable 
thing. The sarprise is that men should try to excuse and exterminate, 
think so differently and speak so flippantiy of what God ao strongly con. 
demns. Is it not better and wiser to believe God's affirmation rather than 
man's opinions’ We, at the most see but surface appearances. 
the inwardness and essence of ovil things. We are in danger at all times 
of being deceived by the theatrical movements of sin. It puts on 
dazzling garbs and brflilant costumes, and go attracts and bewilders the 
senses and warps the judgment. So we hear men speaking of sin as an 
imperfection of nature or an immatrrity of experience. But who can 
road this indictment of God, and. any longer think of sin lightly with 
unconcern 
However, while God does not conceal his atter abhorrence of ain, 
His intense concern for the sinner isa fact as vivid and pronounced as 
His detestation of sin is strong, Lie will not condone tranagression, but 
sia has not rendered Him iadifferent or implacabie towards us. See how 
our text bears out this fact. He remonstrates with His ainful 
people, He sends messengers following one another with warnings 
and overtures, He employs every possible means of inducement, 
if perchance they may be won back to obedience. The Talmud telis the 
atory that when wicked Kiug Jeroboam was sitting one day in his palace, 
God came to him and seizing hold of his royal robes, said, “ Repent thou 
wicked King, and thou shalt walk with me in heaven.” The underlying 
truth of this Rabbinical fancy is that God does not pursue even the most 
sinfol of us with thunders of jud¢ment, bat with tones and tears of 
remonstrance and beseeching. He does not abandon the effort to reclaim. 
us because we do not respond to His gracious approval at once, and 
because we are often tod distracted with the pursult of earthly things to 
heed His voice. He has sot aside this season of the yoar which makes 
80 special and persuasive an appea! to sinners to abandon their evil ways. 
Ought not this manifiest concern of God for us to produce in us ita 
graciously-intended resulta’ {ft ‘(of shows such anxiety about us, is 
there no appeal in this to our own self-concern’ Is it seemly, is it wise, 
to permit the wealth of pity and love which God exhibits 
towards as to be spent without any worthy response? God 
8 concerned about us, He knows the frightful losses we are 
isustaining and the awful risks we are running by the practice 
of sin, Then if God's arguments have any reality, it behoves us te 
leave undone what He asserts to be so hatefal to Him because ao 
injurious to ourselves. There is no illusioa in euch remonstrances, and 
no fiction in this desoription of what sin really is. 
| These penitential days romind us that we have to beware of losing 
the sense of sin, To lose the sense of sin is one of the deplorable conse- 
quences of familiarity with sia. To lose moral sensitiveness is one of 
the most terrible of losses. Sin injures as most fatally when it robs us 
of the ability to realise how much mischief it has done us. It is like the 
destroying frost which pumbs beforo it kills, like the poisonous serpent 
which fascinates before it stings. God says it is abominable and that He 
hates it, and He commands us: “Doitnot!” Heentreats with a father’s 
voice not todoit. [6 is a revolt against a father's love, an insurrection 


against a king's rule, a rebellion against Heaven's grace. Let us, then, 
“cease to do evil, and learn to do good.”

PALESTINE AT WEMBLEY. 


[By a Correspondent. | 


Vili.—A TOUR IN AN ARMCHATR.—(Continued). 


Last week a visit to the Palestine Pavilion conjured up for us an 
imaginary tour of Jerusalem: but the Holy City is only one of the 
gronders of Palestine that are represented at Wembley. An instance of 
the new Land of Israel, as it is being builé up by Jewish enterprise after 
centuries of indifference and neglect, can be pictured from a glance 
at the relief map showing the work of the Palestine Electric Corporation_ 
(Rutenberg Scheme), which occupies a prominent position in the 
Pavilion. 

So much has been written in regard to the Rutenberg scheme and go 
many polemics have been induiged in on the subject, that the actual 
acope of the projectis in danger of being overlaid by the controversy it 
has aroused. The scheme provides for the construction of a dam at the 
southern ond of the Seca of Galilee as a storage reservoir for 4 power 
station near the Jisr-el-Mejami, six miles down the Jordan, to be atilised 
for pumping, lighting, heating, industrial development, and, possibly, rail 
way electrification. The Palestine Electric Corporation has now, as can 
be seen at the Palestine Pavilion, passed far beyond the reaimsof theory ; 
it is, at least partially, an accomplished fact, as is witnessed by the 
striking photographs of the Jaffa Power Uovwse. Already the vast 
potentialities of the scheme are beginning to be understood and 
appreciated, and the supposedly fantaatic idea of harnessing the Jordaa 
is crystallising into a sound commercial enterprise of public utility which 
willdo much, and has done nota little, towards creating a modern and 
efficiently organised Land of Israel. When sufficient time has lapsed 
for history to view the Kutenberg Scheme in its proper perspective, it 
will be recognised. for what it is--one of the greatest romances of 
engineering of modern times | 

The agricultural exhibits at the Pavilion conjuré up @ whole vista of 
pork in Frete Yisrael. The “seeing eye” can visualise not merely the 
fow dusty exhibits of wheat and specimens of cereals displayed, but 
bole fields of waving corn, fertile vineyards, herds of cattle, all the 
animated details of a healthy agricultural life, Palestine is, of course, 
essentially an agricultural territory, and local industries are mainly 
concerned with the preparation or manufacture of raw produce. [a our 
imaginary tour wo shall see three distinct agricultural systems. Pastoral 
Bedawi tribes drive their flocks aud herds, breeding camels, sheep, goata, 
and horses, and selling wool, hides and other produce; while the lass 
nomadic Arab lives in agricultural villages, and ia chiefly devoted to 
raising corn. His livestock is not extensive, and little dairy farming is 
done. Both these forms of agricu\ture are carried on to-day in practically 
the same fashion as in Bible times: bat the Jewish colonies have, for the 
most part, adopted much more modera and scientific methods 


The Jewish colonies fall naturally into two classes: those that are 


affiliated to the Jewish Colonisation Association, and those of the Pales. 
tine Zionist Executive. The Ica colonies are devoted mainly to the wine 
industry and to the development of the trade in Jaffa oranges (‘both of 
which have been described fully in former articies). The Zionist colonies, 
on the other hand, are concerned mainly with arable farming. A series 
of valuable scientific experiments have been carried out, and there is at 
Tel-Aviv a fully-staffed agricultural laboratory, equipped for chemical 
and biological research. Agriculture. in Palestine is still in a state of 
transition from the archaic aud slipshod style characteristic of the Arab 
to the modern, scientific, and efficient methods introduced by the Jewish 
immigrants, the Zionist Organisation, and the Jewish Colonitsation 
Association. Provided that the aecessary facilities for research and 
education, and the services of au agricultural bank, are forthcoming, 
Palestine is likely to develop tu the near future a considerable export 
trade in agricultural produce of many kinds. 

There are countiess places and features of interest that our mental 
survey of the Land of Israel must perforce omit. The Garden Oity of 
Tel-Aviv, the residential quarter of the Jaffa business man; Jaffa itself, 
which claims to be the industrial capital of the country ; Haifa, the head 
quarters of the Government for the Northern District of Palestine, and 
the probable location of the Palestine Harbour; the newly-born printing 
trade of Palestine, which caters for tastes of such catholic variety that 
threo of the volumes displayed at the Pavilion are “Oliver Twist” and 
* Alice in Wonderland” (both in Hebrew), and Mrs. Eddy's “Science and 
Health " (a sufficiently varied assortment, one would think)—all these are 
represented in one way or another at Wembley, and all of them may, 
without farther assistance from the writer, give to the visitor to the 
Pavilion their message, to be interpreted according to his or her individual 
baste. And here we may well end our visit to Frets Viertel—a visit which 
bas been accomplished with the minimum of trouble and exertion, and 
which may be repeated at any time by those who care to undertake, 
under their own guidance, a “tour tn an armchair.”

STATEMENT ON ZIONIST ACTEVITIES.

Dr. Weizmann has arrived in Palestine. He was accorded a great 
ovation at Ludd Station, where he was met by a representative gathoring 
of delegates from various Zionist and Jewish institutions.

The Zionist leader announces that the special objccts of bis visit te 
Rrets Yisrael are to examine the possibilities of the transfer of the Zionist 
headquarters to Palestine and to ostablish a closer. connection between 
She Jewish Agency and Palestinian Jowish affairs. It is now regarded as 
certain that the Keren Hayesod headquarters will be transferred to 
Jerusalem immediately before or after Passover.

SERMON FOR THE WEEK. 


Specially written for the “Jewish Chrontele.” 


* Tsent unto you all My servants, the prophets, rising early and 
ending them, saying: “ O, do not this abominable thing that I hate.”’ 
—Jeremiah aliv., 4, | 

Jeremiah's words were directed against some specially gross ain that 
the people in his day practised. Weneed not enquire into the mature of 
that sin, because whatever it was the prophot's words apply to every 
kind of evil habit in which men are prone to indulge. For sin is of the 
fame essence in whatever form itis to be found. The microscopic germ 
is of the same quality as the plague which sweeps over a continent, the 
pebble rounded by the rolling waters for years is of the same substance 
as the rocky cliffs from which it fell. [tis ao with sin. A single thought 


is capable of becoming the parent of murderous deeds, and a single dosire 


may beget a whole series of crimes. Here, in the words of the text, wo 


God does not think lightly of it, He 
does not speak excusingly of it. See sow He describes it, and expresses 
His feclings towards it. He describes it as “abominable,” and declares it 
as being “hateful” to him. And from these vivid words we learn what 
God thinks of sin. And what must be the sight, as God sees it, to call 
forth such vehement words as these. We cannot say that God overstates 
facts. He simply declares what sin isin its essence. It is a hideous and 
revolting thing, abominable in its nature and its consequences. And 
this description is proved fo be true to facts by the moral history of the 
Sia works life's most cruel 
delusions, and creates the world’s unnumbered miseries. Such is God's 
view of it, and such ought to be ours. . 

Consider, how God not merely describes it, but feels towarda it. Ha 
save that He hates it. He detests it, because He is holy and pure, and 
because also He knows its hideous nature and inevitable penalties. God 
sees it poisoning the springs of human life, weaving cords which bind, 
and forging chains which enthral Lucian spirits, cursing men's bodies, 
weakening their intellects, spreading despair around His fair creation. 
No one can be surprised that God expresses His hatred of this abominable 
thing. The surprise is that men should try to excuse and exterminate, 
think so differently and speak so flippantiy of what God ao strongly con- 
demns, Is it not better and wiser to believe God's affirmation rather than 
man's opinions” We, at the most, see but surface appearances, He sees 
the inwardness and essence of evil things. We are in danger at all times 
of being deceived by the theatrical movements of sin. It puts on 
dazzling garbs and brtliiant costumes, and so attracts and bewilders the 
senses and warps the judgment, bo we hear men speaking of sin as an 
imperfection of nature or an immatrrity of experience. But who can 
read this indictment of God, and any longer think of sin lightly with 
unconcern 

However, while God does not conceal his utter abhorrence of ain, 
His intense concern for the sinneris a fact as vivid and pronounced au 
His detestation of sin is strong. Ue will not condone transgression, but 
sia has not rendered Him indifferent or implacabie towards us. Soe how 
our text bears out this fact. He remonstrates with His sinful 
people, He sends messengers following one another with warnings 
and overtures, He employs every possible means of inducement, 
if perchance they may be won back to obedience. The Talmud tells the 
story that when wicked Kiug Jeroboam was sitting one day in his palace, 
God came to him and seizing hold of his royal robes, said, “ Repent thou 
wicked King, and thou shalt walk with me in heaven.” The underlying 
truth of this Kabbinical fancy is that God does not pursue even the most 
sinful of us with thunders of judgment, but with tones and tears of 
remonstrance and beseeching. He does not abandon the effort to reclaim 
as because we do not respond to His gracious approval at once, and 
because we are often too distracted with the pursuit of earthly things to 
heed His voice. He has set aside this season of the yoar which makes 
80 special and persuasive an appeal! te sinners to abandon their evil ways. 
Ought not this manifiest concern of God for us to produce in us ita 
graciously-intended results? {f “‘o¢ shows such anxiety about us, is 
there no appeal in this to our own self-concern’ Is it seemly, is it wise, 
to permit the wealth of pity and love which God exhibits 
towards as to be spent without any worthy response? God 
s concerned about us, He knows the frightful losses we are 
isustaining and the awful risks we are running by the practice 
of sin. Then if God's arguments Lave any reality, it behoves us te 
leave undone what Heo asserts to be so hatefal to Him because se 
injurious to ourselves. There is no Illusioa in auch remonstrances, and 
no fiction in this desoription of what sin really is. 

These penitential days remind as that we have to beware of losing 
the sense of sin. To lose the sense of sin is one of the deplorable conse- 
quences of familiarity with sin. To lose moral sensitiveness is one of 
the most terrible of losses. Sin injures us most fatally when it robs us 
of the ability to realise how much mischief it has done us. It is like the 
destroying frost which pumbs beforo it kills, like the poisonous serpent 
which fascinates before it stings. God says it is abominable and that He 
hates it, and He commands us: “Doitnot!” He entreats with a father’s 
voice not to doit. It is a revolt against a father’s love, an insurrection 


against a king's rule, a rebellion against Heaven's grace. Let us, then, 
“cease to do evil, and learn to do good.” .

Last week a visit to the Palestine Pavilion conjured up for us an 
{imaginary tour of Jerusalem; but the Holy City is only one of the

wonders of Palestine that are reprosented at Wembley. An instance of 


the new Land of Israel, as it is being builf up by Jewish enterprise after 
centuries of indifference and negiect, can be pictured from a glance 
at the relief map showing the work of the Palestine Electric Corporation 
(Rutenberg Scheme), which occupies a prominent position in tho 
Pavilion. 

So much has been written in regard to the Ratenberg scheme and ao 
many polemics have been indulged in on the subject, that the actual 
acope of the projectisin danger of being overlaid by the controversy it 
bas aroused, The scheme provides for the construction of a dam at the 
southern end of the Sea of Galilee as a atorage reservoir for a power 
station near the Jisr-el-Mejami, six miles. down the Jordan, to be utilised 
for pumping, lighting, heating, industrial development, and, possibly, rail. 
way electrification. The Palestine Electric Corporation has now, as can 
be seen at the Palestine Pavilion, passed far beyond the realms of theory ; 
it is, at least partially, an accomplished fact, as ts witnessed by the 
striking photographs of the Jaffa Power House. Already tho vast 
potentialities of the scheme are beginning to be understood and 
appreciated, and the supposedly fantastic idea of harnessing the Jordan 
is crystallising into a sound commercial enterprise of public utility which 
willdo much, and has done nota little, towards creating a modern and 
efficiently organised Land of Israel. When sufficient time has lapsed 
tor history to view the Kutenberg Scheme in its proper perspective, tt

and horses, and selling wool, hides and other produce; while the lass 


nomadic Arab lives in agricultural villages, and is chiefly devoted to 
raising corn. : His livestock is not extensive, and little dairy-farming is 
done. Both these forms of agriculture are carried on to-day in practically 
the same fashion as in Bible times: bat the Jewish colonies have, for the 
most part, adopted much more modera and scientific methods 
The Jewish colonies fall naturally into two classes: those that are 
aMiliated to the Jewish Colonisation Association, and those of the Pales 
tine Zionist Exeoutive. . The Ica colonies are devoted mainly to the wine 
industry and to the development of the trade in Jaffa oranges (both of 
which have been described fully in former articies).

Professor Einstein on Zionism, 
UNSHAKABLE BELIEF IN ITS SUCCESS. 


Professor Albert Einstein recently made the following statement on 
his views on Zionism to a gathering of Press representatives in Vienna. 

“T expect of Zionism,” he said, “the rebirth of the Jewish people. 
My Zionism is much older than my visit to Palestine two yearsago. But 
what I saw then in Palestine gives me ussbakable belief in the success 
of Jewish colonisation in Paiestine. The development of the country is 
assuming the speed of a hurricane. In my opinion there is no danger to 
the development of the Palestine idea from an Arab problem. There is 
good feeling in Palestine between the Arab and Jewish lower classes. I 
believe that Palestine as a calturail centre will strengthen the moral and 
political position of the Jews throughout the whole world. Bat the work 
of building up Palestine should mot faN on the shoulders of the Zionists 
alone,” said Professor Einstein. “Palestine development has now 
assumed dimensions which make it the concern of the whole of Jewry. 
The most dificult work till now has been done by the Zionists. But now 


_ all the Jewries as a whole should be drawn into the work. The American, 


English, and German Jewries, | know, are alroady prepared to take part 
in the carrying out of this great work in co-operation with the Zionists.” —

DEDICATION OF TEMPORARY BUILDING. 


The temporary iron building which is to serve as the symagogue of — 
the new Willesden Green and Cricklewood Congregation was dedicated 
last Sunday. The building has been erected on the site of the proposed 
permanent stracture at the corner of Walm Lane.and Chichele Road. 
Over 450 seats were let for the High Festivals, and a large congregation 
assembled for the Dedicatory service, which was conducted by the Kv. 
H. Feathers, the address being delivered by Dr. A. Marmorstein, of Jews’ 
College. 

The building was opened by Mr. D. GOULD. In the ¢ourse of an 
address he said that the Committee was very anxions that @ permanent 
building should be erected as speedily as possible, but it had been 
decided to instal a temporary building so that the Congregation could havo 
the benefit of its use for worshipand religious education. 

The usual cirouits were made with the Sorolls of the Law, which 
were carriea by Messrs, A. Garman, A. Greenfield, and H. Nurick, while 
Psalms xxx. and xxiv. were chanted. 

Dr. MARMORSTEIN, in the course of his ‘nddress, said that the eve of 
the New Year, 5685, would be an historic date in the annals of that newly- 
created Congregation. They dedicated that building to serve the three 
great ideals that Simon the Just described as the pillars on which the 
world rested, and whicb had protected their people through the ages and 
by which humanity and civilisation had advauced. They dedicated that 
building Orat ta service, to the love and fear of God. The world stood on 
the Torah. That building would be in the fires imstance a Both 
Hawmidrasb, where young and old, and especially the children, would 
come to study the Hebrew tongue. Without Hebrew they could 
only be ba'f Jews. lt was essential for the knowledge of their prayers, 
their ethica, the great teachings of Judaism. With Torah must g> Aboda*. 
That place was to be a rms, where fathers and mothers might 
ceme and pour out their hearts for the happiness and welfare of their 
children, and children might do so for their parents. They would come 
there to offer thanks to Almighty God for the joy and happiness He 
bestowed on them, and the broken-hearted would seek healing and com- 
fort. Thirdly, it was tobe a place for the practice of cbarity and loving- 
kindness, and the ancient Jewish tradition of G:miinth Chassad:m would 
be exemplified there. That building, too, was to be a social centre. He 
heped that the dedication of that BYD WPS would result in the: banish- 
ment of enmity and hatred from their midst, and that the spirit of love 
would ever prevail among them. He hoped that that sacred building 
would help to strengthen the faith of those that used i¢ and bring back 
those that had lost it, that it would resture to the service of God and the 
community those who had forgotten their religioug duties and the duties 
they owed to their people. He concluded with a prayer. 

Through the efforts of Mr. I. 8. Abrahams, Hon. Secretary of the 


Building Committee, the synagogue was erected and opened for worship 
in eight weeks.

THE WEEK IN THE THEATRES. 

The Everyman, Hampstead, bas opesed its Shaw season. with the 
production of “ The Devii's Disciple,” a play Jittle-seen nowadays, which 
evinces, however, a quite striking. resemblance to the more familiar 
“The Showing Up of Blanco Poswet\” The main theme of the play lies 
in the striking change (or perhaps only development) brought about in 
two strongly contrasting characters at the hour of crisis. Itis an idea 
which has served many other writers, but, as always, Mr. Shaw views it 
from a novel standpoint. The Everyman production is excellently acted, 
particularly by Mr. Claude Rains, Miss Hazel Jones, and Miss Elizabeth 
Arkell, who gives a delightfal rendering of the part of the child Essie. 
Shaw is also being played sat the Regent by tho Macdona Players, who 
ate giving a varied repertoire of Shavian drama. They are not, however, 
inclading the recently “ ua-banned” “Mrs. Warren's Profession,” which 
is to be seen shortly at the Everyman. It is good news, by the way, to 
learn that the Regent is notafter all to give up — legitimate” for 
the kinemsa, as had been rumoured. 

“The Thief of Bagdad,” which was presented at Drery Lane last 
week, is a wonderfal combination of “Chu Chin Chow” and Christmas: 
pantomime, with its splendours multiplied to the nth degree. That 
apostie of physical culture, Mr. Dougtas Fairbanks, surmounts an infirite 
number of perils and goes through a kaleidoscopic series of magical and 
other adventures; but he is also—almost forthe first time—allowed an 
opportunity for real acting, and he carries out bis Jove-making with such 
charm as to make bim a formidable rival even to the great screen lover, 
Valentino. But it is by its spectacular novelties that “The Thief of 
Bagdad ” must stand or fall, and these are certainly the most striking 
that have been seen in thiscountry. The magical « flects are positively 


‘bewildering, the flying carpet and the creation of an army from wisps 


of smoke being two wonderful illastons. Certainly no lover of the kin«wma 
should miss this remarkable mixture of Bagdad and Holly wood. 

A curious feature of the banning by the Film Censor of the title 
“Three Weeks,” as applied to a Goldwyn film of Elinor Glyn’s nove! (the 


‘subject is now announced for display at the Maida Vale Picture House 


next week under the title “The Komance of a Queen”) is that the fim 
was previously shown under its original title at the New Oxford to a dis- 
tinguished gathering without any criticism beirg afterwards received 
either as to its title or the treatment of the story. So far as could be 
ascertained, none of the audience suff-red any moral damage, and the 
plain member of the genera! public musé be rather puzzied to know why 


the protection of a new title is necessary in his case. 


Tho opening of the season finds amateur dramatic societies active. 
The Delphic is now starting its fourteenth year of activity, and the first 
of its four productions will ba Gailsworthy’s “The Skin Game,” at the 
Cripplegate Theatre, on November 20:h. An interesting innovation is 
promised for the last production, when an original dramatic work is to 
be staged. The Selection Committee would be glad of assistance towards 
securing such a work.

Another 
valuable departure is being undertaken by tse Dramatic Section of the 
Birmingham Jewish Arts Society, which will give a reading of a new

Street, Birmingham, next Sunday, at three o'clock. The Dramatic 
Section meeting wil! be held at half-past four, when members who desire

In passing sentence, the Common Serjeant (Sir Henry Dickens, 
K.C.) said: “Fraudulent bankruptcies are getting almost as common as 
long firm frauds, and they will not be put down unless the law fs 
altered, because in the present state of the law, however bad a case of 
fraudulent bankruptcy may be, you cannot give more than two. years’ 
imprisonment. We ought to be allowed to give penal servitude.” 
For the prosecution it was stated that the accased had carried on a 
ladies’ tallorirg business in the City, and was adjudicated a bank- 


rupt in April, 1923, his liabilities being put at £15,119 and his assets 
at £1,450, and that he accounted for £8,000 of the deficiency in ways) 
Which, it was alleged, were false and fraudulent. The first large item in 


the deficiency was a sum of £4,109, which the acoused said was a bad 


' @debt. The prosecution alleged that the “transaction” through which

STABBING APPRAY IN THE West Enp.-—-The inquest was resumed at 
St Pancras on Weduesday, on the body of Barnett Blitz, a racing man, 
who, as mentioned in our last issue, was found stabbed to death in Eden 
Streot, Tottenham Court Road, on Tuesday evening of last week. Alfred 
Solomon, a fruit salesman, of Gerrard Street, who is in custody, charged 
with the murder, was present. Edward Trinder, a barman employed at 
the Eden Club, deseribed the strnggle that took place between Blitz and 
a man named Emanvel.

BRITISH RULE IN PALESTINE. 
The High Commissioner and 
Commander-in-Chief, appointed by 
His Majesty the King, is the Rt 
Hon. Sir Herbert: Samuel, P.C., 
G.B.E., who has held the position 
since 1920. The country is divided 
into three districts, each with a 
British Governor: The Northern 
District, iuctuding Galilee and 
Bamaria, capita! Haifa; the Jeru- 
ealem-Jaffa District, capital Jero- 
salem; the Southerp District, from 
Jerusalem to the Egyptian boundary, 
capital Gaza. Government Depart 
ments rach as Agriculture, Educa- 
tion, Public Health, Public Security. 
Public Works are directed by British 
officials. The following notes give 
some idea of the work done by the 
Administration in the period 1(18-24. 
WATER SUPPLY 
During the fret year of the oocu 
tion schoo! children were some- 
imes asked to name some benefits 
of British rule. In Jerusalem the 
firetreply was, The English gave us 
water’ Under “ climate” we have 
seen that the whole country is 
dependent on cisterns or the rare 
springs for ite water supp . When 
Genera! Allenby brough bie troops 
op to Jerusalem the problem of 
water was a very serious one His 
engineers repaired the old Roman 
water ways and brought water to 
their camps and to the city from 
springe south of Bethlehem. Stand. 
pes were set up at the gates of 
erusalerm, and for the first time the 
people knew the benefite of a free 
water supply. This sepply bas since 
been largely increased. In the 
summer, as the cisterne get low, it 
19 & great sight Lovee the crowds lined 
up waiting their tarp at the etand- 
pes. 


AGRICULTURE. 

The Palestine nt iv conserva-

would not be enough schools or 
teachers to accommodate the chiid- 
ren. The Government bas free 
elemeniary schools—separate for 
boys and girle—in all towns and ip 
many villages. Arabic children of 
the Moslem and Christian faiths 
attend the same schools, separat 
only for meligious instruction. A 
lessone are studied in Arabic, though 
English ie also taught in town 
sc ools 

Many Mesien parents do not 
cousider it mecessary for girls to 
abtend school, aud U they do, often 
ask that vy | may be instructed 
only im their Holy ~the Koran.
